THE OITY ENGINEER.

Mr. Andrew Rosewater on the Oon-
duwt of Public Works—Inter-
eating Statements,

Editor Boe:J{jThe adage ‘‘thata lle
will travel soven leagnes while the truth
Is putting ita boota on” is [llustrat-
od by reoent press communieations and
comments conoerning the munlelpal work
in this eity. I propose to demonsteate In
a few brief outlines of the public affuira
of Omaha that however slow the teuth
may be in reachlng the stcface, It nov-
or fails In the long run to overtake false.
hood,

Four yeara ago [ ncoepted the uonsel-
loited appo'ntment of city engineer of
()maha by Mayor Boyd. There waa no
board of publio works in exlstence. The
alty had comparatively no improvements
of a permanent character. When I took
charge there was no one to personally ex-
plaln any of the aflalra of the offics,
There was not an attachee, aseistant,
rodman orf axeman In the offica,  In the
faoa of this, within lesa than rix months
the department was placed in s thorough-
ly running order, and Improvemoents were
going on in every direction. Inleas than
one yoar a systera of sewerage was adop-
ted, under headway and over four miles
in actual operation. Since then eeven-
teen more miles of sewer have been built,
over eight miles of stroets and alleys
paved, twenty miles of sireet graded and
half as many miles curbed and guttered,
coverlpg In cost an expenditure of about
$2,000,0000. Few clties of double the
population have done as much in 8o ethort
a perlod, and I defy any one toname a
city that, taken all in all, can show better
work for the same money.

The cost of engineering this work will
fall short of 2 per cent—5 per cent less
than similar work has eost 8t. Paul, and
1} per cent lees than Kansas City. All
this was done In the face of new laws
with countless embarrassing obstacles—
without legal precedentas or dacislons as
to couras of procedare In many cases,
with opposltion to every regulation, and
in the face of prejudices founded upon
ignorance, The firat two years I worked
in my offico almoat incessantly from early
In the morning till 11 o'clock at night. I
met coungll committees nearly every
Sanday until my health broke down and
1 was urged to Increate my force and re-
duca my own hours of labor.

In undertaking so much at one time
the competition among  contractors
naturally developed combination ageinst
combination, hate agsinst hate, lles
vereus lles, and crles of fraud verasus
fraud,

The extraordinary amount of work or-
dered last year and carried out, aggregat-
Ing in cost to nearly a milllon dollars,
and exccuted in less tkan eix montha has
culminated in large special taxes, These
taxes came due at about the same perlod,
when owlng to sudden financlal depres-
sions and fallorea all over the country
and uncertalntles dua to national change
I administration made money scarce and
hard to obtaln. As a result the natoral
and Interested oppositlon to taxes and
improvements at any time by a certaln
class has temporarily obtalned favor with
the eredulons publle and every life and
subterfuge for power or for prestige has
been resorted to to intensify thls fesling,
And now let me allude to a few of the
many lies,

SEWERAGE,

It has been aeserted on the street cor-
ner and commended on with emphasis by
the Republican that great frauds In esti-
mates and work have been committed In
sewerage construction. An ex-member
of the board of public works informed the
Horald editor that 100 per cent was made
by some sewer contractor last year on a
$50,000 contract and other atatements of
a similar nature have been spread for a
purpoze by the same man and others. To
make these storles plausible, one gentle—
man, an insorance agent, on Thirteenth
street, has gone among property owners
on St. Mary's avenue and connecting
atreets with thls story to taxpayers: You
have fifty feet front. An 8-inch pipe is
lald in front of your door. Now you
know the cost of an 8-Inch pipe under the
contract is about a dollar a foot—and

that dividled In two for the lot
opposlte  makes It ocost only
50 cents. Now the tax s 83 a foot

—a fraud $2 50. This is divided between
the englneer and contractor. Now what
are the facte? St. Mary's avenue is a
sewer distrlet which comprises the main
street and side streots, Tha entire cost o
sewera In that district Is computed. This
includes the large and the swall pipee,
the catch basins and thelr connections,
the man-holes, flush tanks snd all the
fron castings, in fact, every part and ap-
purtenance of the district sewer syatem.
The taxable frontage is then computad
and the rate per foot ls estimated, The
records of every sewer and Its appurten-
ances are kept In detail In the engineer's
office* open fer inspection and 1 defy any
mon to come and show up any frauds,
Now, as to the prices, they are all at so
much a foot, or poard for Iron and any
man can compute for himself. The work
was let to the lowest bidder inthe
face of livily ocompetitlon, On St.
Mary’s avenue the first blds werereferrod
to me and I reported thoy were
high and shoold be readvertised. This
was done and 256 per cent saved by the
operation. Now s to thelr eflioscy—out
of the twenty-one miles we have had
teouble in but one alley brauch In the
past six months and that was caused by
the injection of & eixteen foot fron rod
with suckers Into a six inch pips. The
faot that bot one man has mapaged for
nearly & year with occaslonally two labor-
era to help him to keep the entire twen-
ty-one miles in order, is the best snswer
to all critlc'sms on that score, and as to
any profits on tho alleged §560,000 con-
tract the fact that the largest sewer con.
tract in the city was $28,000 shows how
thoroughly groundless it ie.
Now sa to

GUHADING,

Very litle has been raid in the press,
but much underbanded faleification las
been resorted to in that respiot.  First,
it haa been allegoed that the extraordinsry
smount of grading done was due to the
miscalon'ations of the olty evgincer,
I pronounce this wss not oaly
false, but on the conirary I protisid
both with the coutcll and board of pub-
llo works agains: It on the very grounds
that If earrled ont It would exceed rea-
sonable figures. At that time I was an-
tagonized by the board of public works
in & paving discuasion, aud the contracts
were purposely drawn ehrarlug the en.
gineer of every pariicle of aathority in
the premises. as the contracts on reeord
will show, and 1 ceased my opposition on
the orgeat request of De. Miler and
othess, who thought it woold look per.
sonal and malicions on wy part to con-
tinge it.  These coniracts belog let, 1t
was my duty to execule them. Aside
from the reports olted, statements are
being confidentlally cironlated that there

waas fraud lo catimatea and that I, or men

in my office,have nooapted bribea for mak-
Ing them. Now [ proposs to meot these
and all other allegations by demanding of
the judge of the distriot court to Instruct
the next grand jary to investigate this
and every charge of like natare andreach
these libels, Under the new law any
party paying a bribe is free from prosecu.
tlon no that there will be no exouse or
opportunity tor any man to eseape from
telling the trath and the whola truth
Une more sobjoct and 1 will close, It Ia
alleged that the ongineer roturned esti-
mates of extra gradlog In conneotion with
asphalt paving and surreptitionsly put
such amonnts into the levles for the por
pose of defranding the oity. Although 1
thoroughly ventilated this subject at sov-
¢ral publle meetings of the counell 1 will
herq repeat that I never sent mny re-
ports with estlmates of that or any
other nature to the olty council touching
contract work bat reported through the
beard of publle works as thoe law pro-
vides., It was customary to let the cit
councll settle all olaima for extra wor
and so in the particular caee clted. |1
cerlified to a voucher that was presented
me by a councllman, coverlng the cor-
ractuess of tho amounta of the extra work
and computation as per bill presented,
and differing as I did as to the anthority
to collect by levy such allowances, only
pat it into the levy by direction of that
councllman, That thers could be no
misunderstanding on that point I filed a
paper and kept a copy, In the clty clerk's
office eetting forth the fact—with detalls
of extras added to each levy. These
levys were passed, and hence, when
Howard stroet lovy was made, I added
the extra geading into it, keeplvg a re.
cord of the amount. This was
done without special directlons, and I so
Informed the elly council during the dis-
casslona that ensued.

This entire subject was afterwards re-
farred for a logal opinlon to the city at-
torney, and opin his advice that if the
extra work was ordered in writing by the
city engineer it could be paid; the Bar-
ber Asphalt Paving company, through its
ropresenta‘ives, called upon me for such
wriiton ordere. 1 declined to furnish
any, as | had never issaed such orders,
and it is for this reason that the money,
thovgh lovied, atill lies in the treasury
unpad. There is doubtless some merlt
to these claims If the contractors did not
know the streets In queation were not to
geade: however, that is not for me to de-
celde. In concluslon, who are the men
that are clrculating these reports of frand
In my department? Men who have been
thwarted time and sgain In schemes to
beat the city out of trumped up claims,
or contractors who have failed to get
more than was due them, and tax shirk-
ers who have rought special favors which,
as an officlal, I have retused to grant, To
all of these I ray that they will be glven
an opportunity to verlfy thelr charges, an
they are all knowh to me, and will be
compelled to testify or be branded as
they deserve,

MEAT,

extremely aoarce and comes hlgh—from
19 to 20 oente, avcordlng to the cholce-
nees of the part. Sweet breads can be
purchased at 26 conts a pair, Corn baef
is selling at from 5 to 10 cente, according
tycats, Prime legs of mutlon ean be
had for 124§ cents; mutton chops 12} to
16 cents. Ham is a staple artlols in good
demand at 124 conts in bulk, 26 cents
sliced. Pork 10 to 113 cents, Sanssge
10 to 12 cents.

FRUITS AND VEGETABLES,

The vegetable market Is becoming well
stocked. Early Rose potatoss sra in falr
demand at 55 cents, the Peerless and
Whits Elephant bring 65 centa a bushel.
The Colorado, of large and mealy variety,
i3 sold at 00 cents to §1 a bushel. Caull-
flower Is becoming plenty and makes an
appetizing dish at this season of the year,
retalling at from 15 to €5 cents per head,
Anparagus 18 just makiog its entree into
the market and sells at12} oents & bunch,
Rhubarb can be bought for $1 a dozen
bunches, water oress the same. TParaley
Is sold at 60 cents a dozen, OCalifornia
cabbage can stlll be bought for 5 ceuta a
pound. Fresh radlshes, 5 cents per
bunch.

Fresh home grown letiuce, a dellghtful
salad delicacy at this eeason of the year,
la sold at 5 and 6 cents a head.  Onions
are worth 35 to 4D cents a peck, rata-
bagas 24 cents a pound, turnips 70 centa
a bushel. Sweet potatoes are retailed at
from 6 to 8 centa a pound.

The local markets are fairly well
stocked with fralt.
